CHICAGO, Jun« 19.—Wheat grow- 


ers with a surplus of 170,000,000 
bushels In blna and elevators, their 
sickles sharpened and thrashers tuned 
ready to harvest another crop are 
skiing downward over an uncertain 
price slope and developing a baffling 
problem for 
economists to solve. 


Baffling enough that seven governors 
have called a national wheat confer- 
ence which opentd this morning. 
Along with the governors who have 
come to take an active part in i/hat 
they term a commercial crisis there 
are 500 official delegates from all sec- 
tions of the country here for the 
opening session of the two day ses- 
sion. 
Because farmers are "In the 
midst of the greatest price slump in 
50 years " 
Representatives of agricultural or- 
ganizations, dirt farmers, commerce, 
grain elevators, transportation inter- 
ests, millers, bankers, insurance com- 
panies, bakers and implement manu- 
facturers are all here to contribute 
their share in developing a solution 
to this far reaching national prob- 
lem.Governor J. A. O. Preus, of Min- 
nesota, heads the list of the com- 
mittee members who issued the call, 
and will make the -opening address. 
The chief executives of Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, North Dakota, Ohio 
and Oklahoma joined the Minnesota 
governor in calling this meeting. 
Others present are Senator Arthur 
Capper, Kansas: Senator-elect Royal 
S. Copeland, New York; C. S. Bar- 
rett, 
president 
National 
Farmers' 
union; O. B. Bradfute, president 
American Farm Bureau Federation; 
S. J. Lowell, Master National Grange; 
Georg.e E. Chamberlain, United States 
shipping board, and Aaron Sapiro, of 
California.

Edson "White, president of Armour 
and Company will show the reaction 
of wheat to the animal industry in 
this country. 
Samuel Cornpers will speak at the 
morning session "Wednesday. He will 
point out the effect of the farmers 
purchasing power on industrial em- 
ployment.

Be a Victim of

Opium is the drug of the rich. It 


costs on an average of $20 a day to 
use it. It retails in most places at 
$350 per pound tin- -The "smoker" 
pays $1 a card and SI for his "lay 
down" and "lay out" — use of the bunk 
and opium lamp and pine-^ 


The drug is invariably served on a 


playing card. It takes four or five 
cards to give the average smoker 
anything like a "kick." At least 30 
minutes must be consumed before the 
user of opium experiences the soft, 
warm glow and a. general feeling of 
content and peace which the deadly 
poppy' brings to its slaves in exchange 
for their bodies and souls. 
There are no dreams to

. . either are there dreams to the users 
of other drugs. Pipe dreams are the 
figment of the imagination of fiction 
writers. 
Most Be Adept. 
A smoer to get the biggest "kick" 


out of his pipe, must he skillful not 
only in the cooking of the tiny pellets 
of the drug, but in the actual handl- 
ing and smoing of his pipe. 
Old-time smokers draw in deep 
draughts of the drug with one quick 
intake of their breath. The amateur 
catching his breath, loses the greater 
portion of his pill in the fire. The 
opium waste forms ashes about the 
bowl of the pipe which the canny 
Chinese who run the 
'joint" later 


utilizes as "yen shee." 


"Yen 
shee* finds its way again on 
the market as a second grade opium 
which poorer smokers buy and use. 


Half of the dope fiends of cur big 
cities at one time or another smoked 
opium on pleasure parties. Its hold 
on the jvictim is subtle and slow — but 
deadly.

Opium smokers like company. Un- 


like cocaine and morphine users, they 
are neat and cleanly in their habits. 
They are inclined to wear not only 
good clothes, b.ui silks and satins of 
bright and varied hues. 


Opium smoke has a tendency to 
float downward instead o* upward. 
It will escape through the tiniest 
crack. A smoker on the sixth story 
of an apartment house may be given 
away by th-a fumes escaping through 
a crack in his window and going v 
the sidewalk in almost a straight 
line. 
The fumes of tha drug nrp at first 
pleasant, then sweet and finaHy sick- 
ening to the non-addict, but to the 
man or woman with • the habit" or a 
"yen" they sharpen the inner craving 
for the stuff and set the senses ting- 
ling for deep draughts ol the -drug1.

—Austnana and Poles.

started in the stables. That was nat- 
ural, since nobody is ever ,too busy to 
stop and watch a fire. We get that 
from our fire-worshiping ancestors. 


Trapped in the 
wooden stables 


were 160 thoroughbred horses. Spec- 
tators by the hundreds rushed for- 
ward to help in the rescue. 
Many 


dramatically braved the flames and 
dashed into tht roaring -furnace to 
,v.-rap blankets around the 
horses' 


heads and lead them out. (Just why 
a horse refuses to leave a burning 
building is another mystery, never 
satisfactorily explained.) 


Out of the 150 horses, only nine 


perished. The rest were rescued—by 
people who 'had no direct interest in 
them. Why did they risk death to 
gave the horses? 


The rescuers wouldn't have rushed 


into the flames to save a cat or a 
useful beast such as a cow, pheep, 
hog or chicken. Only dogs or horees 
(occasionally people) appeal to the 
rescuers. 


For one thing, the rescuers were 


responding to an instinct inherited 
from the days when savage doss( 
helped fight the 
enemy and wild 


beasts, and horses were indispensable 
in combat and for travel and flight.^ 


The dog and the horse helped man 


over the rough bumps until he got in 
sight :of civilization. 
Being Indis- 


pensable, they simply had to be saved 
in ancient times. 
To lose one's dogs 


in the far north or one's horse in 
crossing the plains was often a mat- 
ter of losing one's life. That's why 
they hung horse thieves in frontier 
days. Value was not a consideration.

Ring Lasts Seven Rounds 
on Gameness Alone.

POLO. GROUNDS, NEW

June 18 — Pancho Villa, fighting dyna- 
mo from the hips who was dethroned 
as the American flyweight title holder 
only a feu- weeks 'ago. rose to world's 
championship heights tonight, when 
he knocked out Jimmy Wilde. Brit- 
ish holder of the crown in the seventh 
round . of a battle that was spec- 
tacular from start to finish, despite its 
one-sidedness. A crowd, estimated by 
the promoters at 40,000, witnessed, the 
second world's title to change hands 
at the Polo Grounds within a few 
weeks. 


Rus'hing in and slashing with 
a 


terrific assault that had Wilde groggy 
and reeling in the first round, Villa's 
victory was one of the most decisive 
in the annals of world's championship 
history. 


Wilde was but a shell of the once 
great boxer who had held "indis- 
puted sway among the little men of 
the ring for years. Only his marvel- 
lous gameness and the heart of a mas- 
ter ring rna'n enabled him to last as 
long as he did. He stood up under 
the most deadly of attacks for six 
rounds, bleeding from cuts about his 
mouth, and cheeks, and with his right 
eye virtually closed. Occasionally h* 
took the offensive but his punches 
were feeble, and failed to shake his 
opponent. But though his legs sag- 
ged at the knees and his body waver- 
ed under a devastating attack, Wilde's 
bulldog courage kept' him in 
the 


thick of the fray, bloody and hopeless 
a picture as he was. 
Time after time Villa tried to meas- 


ure Wilde for the count of ten. but 
the Britsher took his hardest punch- 
es without going down. It was onlj 
a question of how long the title hold- 
er could hang on. At the end of the 
sixth round Wilde reeled into the 


I arms of his handlers in his corners, 


ail hut out, and the crowd pleaded 
with Referree Patsy Halsey to stop 
nearlv blinded, shook his head as 
the fight. But the little Welshman, 
his seconds urged him to quit and 
staggered to his feet to answer the 
bell for the seventh round. 
Sensing victory. Villa sprang from 


his corner lit" a wild cat. He drove 
rights and lefts to Wilde's bead . as 
th" Britisher gave ground slowly still 
trying gamely

New Study Plan 


At Princeton Is 
Explained to Men 


(By Chicago Tribune Serrlce.) 


PRINCETON, N. J.. June IS—At 
the. annual meeting- of the National 
Alumni Association of Princeton Uni- 
versity., today President Hibben ex- 
plained to the alumni the new plan 
of upper class study and the plan of 
selective admission. 
In dealing ~ith these schemes he" 
compared Princeton to a business cor- 
poration where raw materials -and 
tni finished product constitute its in- 
terests Particularly important is the 
problem of admission, for'there are 
already more than 1,400 applicants 
for next year of which number not 
more than 600 can be admitted. 
Theykeynote of the test for admis- 
sion, according to President Hibben, 
"It he one who in his own personal- 
ity will brins most to Brinceton and 
is he one for whom Princeton can do 
the most7" 
"I now can pledge to our alumni 
a fair and most careful examination 
of every boy that applies for admis- 
sion to "Princeton," President Hibbec 
said. The finished product. President 
Hobben told—the alumni, is expected 
to be a Princeton type more adequate- 
ly prepared for Jlife under the new 
plan of upper class study which goes 
into effect next year for the first time. 
"We are going- more and more to 
throw our men upon their own initiat- 
ive and responsibility on which they 
must depend in after-life." he said.

plan of study—first, that 
the standards are too high; second,

Barney believes in God, but he 


conceives Gos as a monster of cruel- 
ty, a master who finds great pleasure 
in bringing pain and sorrow to those 
he has placed on earth 
Barney ia a egocentric indviidual 


who believes that he can master Gos, 
that he can defeat the Cause^of being, 
and that once having accomplished 
that he can end his own existence 
which he considers only the mere frit- 
tering away of a small bit of dura- 
tion.
